CHERRY HILL, N.J. (AP) - 
Muhammad Ali, who has made 
his career as an expert with 
two fists, has been felled by 
two wheels. 

The former world champion 
heavyweight boxer back at his 
New Jersey home after a 
speaking tour in the Caribbean, 
suffered slight abrasions and 
cuts when he took a spin 
around the place on a mo¬ 
torcycle. 

His trainer, Angelo Dundee, 
was wry in announcing the ac¬ 
cident Friday in Miami Beach. 

“He was bragging to me 
about that motorcycle of his,” 
Dundee said. “I don’t think I'm 
going to get some motorcycle 
lessons from him.” 

Dundee said Ali received two 
stitches in his thumb at Cherry 
Hill hospital. He was released 
late Thursday. 

Dundee said the accident 
caused cancellation of plans for 
Ali to fly from Philadelphia to 
Miami Friday and then to Ja¬ 
maica on business. He said Ali 
would remain in Cherry Hill. 

“I don’t think he’s riding 
home from the hospital on the 
back of his motorcycle,” Dun¬ 
dee added. 

Dundee said the former 
champion “mav have slid on 


ter-mile racing at Hawkeye Downs for the 
last four years. The weekly programs, which 
conclude for the season next week, have been 
held on Friday nights.

Weber and Hunt plan to bid. “We’d like to put the races 
on the half-mile,” Weber said. “but. we have not firmed up 
any plans yet. It's been a good experience for us to promote 
races here. The fans at Hawkeye Downs won't settle for less 
than a first-class program and we’ve learned quite a bit.'’ 

Too Much Horsepower 

Greiner, who said he has already received three requests 
for information, has set Nov. 1 as a deadline for bids. 

Regardless of who gets the nod, we are in favor of the 
half-mile being used. Oh, we like the action on the quarter- 
mile. but it gets pretty rough at times. Maybe it's only because 
the season is coming to a close and drivers are trying to 
squeeze that last buck, but last Friday night everybody was 
driving like a pack of mule skinners running late. In short, 
that’s a lot of horsepower to crowd on a short track. 

Also—and this may be the big point—it’s a good bet that 
more top-notch drivers will re-discover The Downs if there 
is half-mile racing. Of course the purse will have to be right, 
as it takes good money to attract good equipment. 

Five years ago was the last time the half-mile was used 
on a regular basis. We can still remember only about 12-13 
late-models showing up for a program. It was, to say the 
least, a catastrophe. 

Heaven forbid, this time around.
